The expense of maintaining the in- 
mates has been some more than last year, on account of 
having to keep.more help; and we think there should be 
a watchman, nights, and also some provision for lighting 
other than kerosene. 

All citizens of the county are invited to visit the farm. 
at any time, and can then judge for themselves of the treat- 
ment and condition of the inmates. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


The expense of the outside poor has been more this year 
than last, on account of the law, which throws on new 
ones every year. The dependent soldier claims have been 
some less this year than last. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The jail and house of correction are still under the care 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. S. Tuttle, and we think that the 
prisoners are well cared for, and the buildings and grounds 
have been kept neat and clean. 
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COURT HOUSE. 


One of the boilers at the court house became unsafe, 
and we had a new one put in at an expense of three 
hundred dollars. 

In closing, we wish to express our thanks’ to Mr. and 
Mrs. Whitman and their assistants, Mr. and Mrs. Tuttle, 
and selectmen and overseers of the poor, for the courtesy 
shown us the past year.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Citizens 
of Cheshire County : 


GENTLEMEN.—The year just past was a very quiet one 
for us here at the farm, as there was no building or re- 
pairing of any considerable outlay, the most being the lay- 
ing of a bank wall along the brook below the boiler house, 
it being necessary for the protection of the bank and boiler 
house; as the spring of 1900 was an exception to the 
general rule of the breaking up of the river before the 
brook became swollen, the rise of the river causing the 
water to set back up the brook, thus preventing any wash; 
but last spring the brook broke up first, causing a tremen- 
dous amount of water to rush past with such force as to 
cause some trouble by taking more of the soil composing 
the bank below our boiler house than is desirable or safe 
if long continued, and to prevent a like recurrence the wall 
has been laid at a moderate expense I think, which will 
be shown by referring to the commissioners’ report. 

I make a recommendation here in my report, that in 
the near future an ample string of sheds be erected for the 
housing of tools, wagons and sleds, as there is evidently 
need of it, and at the same time and place there should be 
a henhouse and piggery constructed in connection with the 
same, as our accommodations for this purpose are very 
limited and unsatisfactory. All of the improvements pre- 
viously put in here are working very satisfactory, the 
same being steam for cooking, laundry machinery and the 

water system. At the time the Board of Charity (also the 
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Board of Lunacy) made their last visit here they recom- 
mended that a night watchman be employed the year 
around, and that an electric lighting plant be put in for 
more thoroughly lighting the buildings, also that a sewing 
room be provided. In other respects they were well sat- 
isfied, expressing pleasure with the condition and care of 
the inmates confined here. They spoke of our new insane 
department in the highest terms, also of the general good 
condition of the whole institution. Mr. and Mrs. Darling, 
Mr. and Mrs. Nims will remain with us another year, 
and I wish here to thank each of the employees for their 
faithful discharge of duties. I refer you to Dr. Craig’s re- 
port, for you will find much of interest concerning the 
causes of the seven deaths that occurred here during the 
year; also his report of the insane wards, and the differ- 
ent types of disease which each of the patients confined in 
this department are afflicted with, making it necessary 
that they be cared for at some institution where they can 
be properly looked after, as their roaming at large would 
be a menace to the peace and safety of the public. Much 
credit is due the doctor for his able report last year, and 
for the faithful discharge of his duties as acting physician 
here at the institution. 

We have received a very large amount of reading mat- 
ter that has been collected at Geo. H. Hitchcock’s drug 
store, this being one of the sources that I mentioned in 
my last report from which we have been constantly re- 
ceiving packages of papers, and may all connected with 
this good work feel that, though we.do,not mention each 
donator their gifts are no less thankfully received. I look 
forward with regret to the time when the ranks of our 
board of commissioners will be broken by the retiring of 
Mr. Russell H. Kittredge from the able board, and I wish 
to say here that at no time during the office of the present 
board has there been an unkind word spoken to me by 
any one of them, and I appreciate their kindness and help. 
Rev. H. E. Rouillard has been faithful in the discharge of 
his duties as chaplain, assisted at the organ by Miss 
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Ethie Shelley. Hoping that we may receive a larger num- 
ber of visits from interested ones throughout the county

The 
general health of inmates has been very good, with an 
exception of a general epidemic of la grippe which visited 
the institution during the month of March. The disease 
did not exhibit extreme virulence and no deaths can direct- 
ly be attributed to it. 


INSANE DEPARTMENT. 


The number of occupants of this department varies from 
thirty to thirty-five, according to the mental condition, 
while the institution contains in all about forty-seven who 
require custodial care because of insane propensities. This 
number does not include epileptic and congenital mental 
deficiency inmates.
